To Keep Porto Rico Out of Negotiations, Sagasta Pro 


tests In Vain, 


UNITED

American Flag Was Kaised Over Porto Kico Before Spain Spoke 


of Peace. Answer Will Be Given Spain In a Short 


Time. Miles and Dewey Consulted. 


NO BREACH OF FAITH. 


United Mates Did Not Force Porto Rico 


Campaign After Overtures. 


Washington, July 2S—It can be stated 


on the authority of the state depart- 
ment and the foreign embassies here 
that there were no overtures on behalf 
of Spain for peace or a cessation of 
hostilities until the French ambassa- 
dor presented his note to the President 
at 3 o'clock Tuesday afternoon, and it 
must be accepted as the word of the 
government 
of 
the 
United States. 


Therefore all the talk about bad faith 
on the part of the United States in 
pressing the Porto Rico campaign the 
last three days is absolutely without 
foundation. Our government has done 
nothing that can subject it to criti- 
cism on this score. 


The alleged charges of bad faith 


against the American government at- 
tributed to Sagasta are discredited as 
inventions, designed to prejudice a 
successful progress of the 
present 


peace movement. 


Military authorities regard Sagasta's 


alleged statement that peace overtures 
should operate to stay the course of 
operations as little short of amazing 
and contrary to United States and in- 
ternational law. Operation can stop 
only when peace or armistice in writ- 
Ing is actually concluded. 


Until then the mere preliminary 


overture toward suspension of hostili- 
ties is not regarded as anv warrant for 
stopping the war. Military authori- 
ties as well as the specific regulations 
of the United Slates hold that there is 
no suspension of hostilities prior to 
an agreement 
to 
suspend military 


operations. Even then the agreement 
is binding on military commanders 
only from the time they receive actual 
notice of it.

It is Impossible to ask tha

Other- 


wise nations would be but the play- 
things of those who do not believe in 
God. 
The right to repel force by force 


la not merely a permissible right; it 
Is an obligatory right. 
In this case it 


is all the more so because the United 
States declared th.6 war. 
In the days 


of Pelayo and the times of Isabella, 
Spaniards cared nothing about tha num- 
ber of their e-nemles. It was a shame to 
surrender, and they did not give up their 
rights. 
They fought to the death.

"Washington, July 28.—The adminis- 


tration Is carefully deliberating1 over 
the formal deply to be made to the 
peace message presented through the 
French ambassador. Secretary ot" State 
Day a*id Postmaster General 
Smith 


went over Che situation with the presi- 
dent yesterday and reviewed the course 
to be taken. 
Weight Is given to tho 


counsels of the postmaster general ow- 
ing to his diplomatic experiences and 
study of International questions. 


A final conclusion will not be.reacb.ed 


until the cabinet has an opportunity to 
take up Spain's note and our projected 
answer. 
There will be no extra ses- 


sion of the cabinet and the matter will 
not be placed before the president's ad- 
visers until tomorrow, when a. reply will 
be definitely settled. The Spanish gov- 
erntnent vrlll have the answer of this ad- 
ministration in Its possession by Friday; 
night or Saturday morning'. 


The Spanish proposition Is clothed 


with all the solemnity and formality of 
a government act. 
The official in- 


structions to Mr. CSrnbori bear the offi- 
cial signature of Dulw Almadovar, tho 
Spanish minister of foreign affairs, and, 
besides expressing the desire of tha cab- 
inet and grovornment that the negotia- 
tions be opened, they are given the add- 
ed solemnity of approval and earnest 
personal request by tho queen regent. 
Tha Instructions bear the date of Mad- 
rid, July 25. Thes6d|oimalltieB dismiss 
all question in the minds of officials here 
as to the wishes oi" the government of 
Spain. 
Aside from this, Cambon Is 


too much of a veteran in. diplomatic 
affairs to have embarked on private 
overtures toward peace. 


Naturally the first point of Inquiry was 


the exact shape taken by the Spanish 
presentation. Curiosity on this point 
remained ungratified and must probably 
so continue for some days to come, the 
president having decided that nothing 
more definite than the statement Issued 
from the White House shall be given 
to the public at this time. The motive 
Is a prudential one, and the president has 
even gone so far as to suggest to the 
Madrid authorities the expediency of 
keeping the text of tha Spanish overture 
from pv/.rllcatlon for tho present. 


Character of tho Demand. 


Ths next point of Interest was the 


(character and extent of the demand 
likely to be made by the United States 
as the condition of peace. It Is felt that 
the statement of terms both from Spain 
.and from the United States may be some 
days off, as there doubtless will be con- 
siderable fencing at the outset before 
the actual point of statins: terms la 
reached. A good 4eal of this for In- 
stance may result from the attempt to 
define the methdds of approach to tha 
object sought, whether through a com- 
]misslon or through the direct exchange 
of notes. There will be much discussion 
in ail likelihopd also regarding an arm- 
istice, for itlSfche distinct purpose of the 
Spanish authorities to secure a sus- 
pension of hostilities pending the ne- 
gotiations for peace. It may be that tha 
application will be granted, but If BO It 
Will be only under the most effective 
safeguards to prevent loss of any ad- 
vantage to the United States and upon 
tlnding pledges that certain well de- 
fined objects are to be conceded to us. 
The presfdent discussed this complex 
subject all day with various members 
of the cabinet as they called In tha 
course of ordinary business. Secretary 
I>ay and Postmaster 
General Smith 


spent some time at the White House. 


It Is virtually admitted by leading1 


members of the administration that upon 
only one point in the peace negotiations 
Is th*>rp llkolv to he nerlonq fr-irt'"n nnd 
that relates to the future of the Philip- 
pines. As to Cuba and Porto Rico, all 
believe that there Is a reasonable 
certainty of encountering little opposi- 
tion to our demands. The Spanish gov- 
ernment might insist upon the proposi- 
tion thrown out by the Vatican, namely, 
that the United States shall annex Cuba, 
the ostensible purpose beingr to secure 
further protection for the Spanish ele- 
ment left in the island; but while this 
would be a vexatious point, It would 
yield to adjustment. As to the Philip- 
Tines, there is a 
ljull expectation of 


greater difficulties to be surmounted. 
There is reason to fcellevc- that those dif- 
ficulties will be rather internal than In- 
ternational In their character, at least 
from the outset. The prpsldent Is firm- 
ly of the opinion that thfi United States 
tins nn uso for the Islands na a permanent 
possession. Tho gnvvfst problems of 
povernmeiit would rcmilt were the at- 
tempt to be made to annex them owlnrr 
to the hetfirogent«oijH nnd 
ill-fnvorod

isianas, wr.ue any effort to unite with 
pther powers In a joint administration 
might bo fairly expected to result as 
unsatisfactorily as the tripartite ar- 
rangement between the United States, 
Great Britain and Germany for the gov- 
ernment of the Samoan group. How- 
ever, there are evidences that a large 
element In the TJniteJ States is of the 
opinion that the Islands should be ac- 
quired by the United States, and It is 
hoped by the president that before it 
comes to the formulation officially of tho 
United States' demand public sentiment 
In this coxmtry, through newspaper dis- 
cussion and otherwise, will have so far 
crystalized as to enable the government 
to perca've the popular demand clearly. 


Early Agreement Possible. 


It may be stated that tt IB confidently 


expected that when the governments 
arrive at the point of actually fixing- 
terms they will be found much closer 
together than Is generally supposed 
It 


'Is felt by officials that with the diplo- 
matic formalities out of the way the 
actual peace terms would require little 
time for arrangement; and It Is even sug- 
gested that the anomalpus condltior 
might be presented of Spain's conceding 
as much or more than the United States 
felt Justified in demanding. There is 
little reason to doubt that Spain has 
made up her mind to give up Cuba. It is 
almost equally certain that she recog- 
nizes that she must consent also to the 
abandonment of Porto Rico. With those 
two vital points passed, there Is every 
disposition here not to press with un- 
due severity. About the only reason 
which would impel this government to 
Insist upon an indemnity would be a 
further resistance by Spain. Speaking 
broadly, the statement is made that a 
settlement in which Spain conceded two 
vital points, namely, Cuba and Porto 
Rico, and at the same time gained free- 
dom from a war Indemnity and a re- 
tention of her control of ihe Philippines, 
would appear to be a just balance of 
(Equities. 


Defers to MHc»* Judgment. 


Nothing was heard from the Miles ex- 


pedition, but Captain Higginson, the 
senior officer of the paval convoy, for- 
warded a brief cablegram that gave kesn 
delight because of the unstinted praise 
Jt accords* to a popular and dashing 
young officer, "Dick" tV^inwright, th« 
commander of the Gloucester. Waln- 
wrlght, having besn commended by 
Higglneon for hia actions at Guanlca, 
enjoys the solitary distinction of being 
the only officer attached to Sampson's 
fleet who has been twice officially com- 
mended since the war began. 


The war department nas' reconcile: 


Itself to the summary change la Its plan? 
made by General Miles when he landed 
at Guanica instead of, on the northeast 
coast of Porto Rico. It Is surmised that 
he was led to make this change by reason 
of the detention of his lighters, and fore- 
saw a. week's delay In effecting a. land- 
ilng unless he went In where he did and 
ran his troops and artillery directly 
ashore. He thus has avoided exposing 
•his troops to the. hardships suffered bj' 
Shafter's men as they lay for so many 
days off Santiago. It is also suggested 
that the general has scored an Important 
tidvantage in setting foot upon Porto 
iRican soil before the first overtures had 
c>een received from Spain looking to- 
wards peace. 


The departure of General Brooke and 


General Hains from Hampton roads to 
reinforce Miles In Porto filco la a very 
(substantial evidence of th« purposa ot 
the government not to abate the prose- 
cution of military operations at this 
stage of the negotiations. The two gen- 
erals are embarked on rapid liners and 
ehould reach General Milee by Monday, 
putting him In possession of a sufficient 
force to begin the movement upon San 
Juan at once. 


Cabled to Dewey. 


Tha president has sent a dispatch to 


Admiral Dewey asking him to give his 
views as to the value of the Philippine 
Islands to the United States, what por- • 
[Hop if nny( *!:ou'r! r"> retained by us for 
naval and strategical purposes, the pros- 
pects of th* insurgents being able to 
establish and maintain a stable govern- 
ment, and his general views on the situa- 
tion. It is understood the president will 
,t>e guided largely by Dewey's views. He 
has the greatest confidence in the ad- 
miral's sound judgment, a.m he has 
ehown himself to bo not only a great 
naval commander but a man of such 
conspicuous tact and diplomatic ability 
that the president fuels he la a safe 
counselor, and the country will accept 
his advice without question and follow 
his counsel.

How to Buy Meat For the Family—Stua- 


mer Work Por Christmas. 


Timely Hints. 


The purchaser of "choice cuts" of 


meat for the family table has ordinarily 
little conception of tha difficulty which 
the butcher and marketman have in 
disposing of the remainder of the car- 
cass. In discussing this matter recently 
a large dealer stated that tho greatest 
difficulty which retailers of meats have 
to contend wirh is the demand for 
steaks, chops and small joints to supply 
the numerous ST2s.ll families of the 
cities. The limited uumbei of steaks or 
chops in a carcass of beef or mutton is 
soon exhausted, and the butcher is left 
with a large remainder of heavy and 
rough outs, for which there is nt:::t to 
no demand from tho ordinary cous,umer. 
Then there is the fat, or suet, which 
constitutes a largo percentage of the 
weight of the quarters of any well fat- 
ted animal, and which can be sold for 
only a very few cents per pound. The 
retailer has been compelled to cay an 
average prica for all, which, nuaer the 
circumstances cited, ho cannot reim- 
burse to himself and secure a living 
profit unless he charges a disproportion- 
ately high price for the cuts in demand. 
That, of course, the consumer objects 
to, and the only recourse the retailer 
has open to him is to plead the imposi- 
tion of advance in rates by the whole- 
sale or cattle slaughterers. If consumers 
would buy their meat in greater variety 
of cuts, they would exercise moro econo- 
my and there would be less accusation 
of conspiracy to raise prices mado 
against cattlemen and slaughterers.— 
Good Housekeeping.

Instead of 
drawing out tho juice, as it always will 
to salt the meat while cooking, this 
method retains the juice and mnkes it 
very palatable. In making meat balls 
try tho same plan, leaving out tho salt 
when mixing, and heat tho salt very 
hot in the frying pan. 


A nice way of cooking chopped steak, 


especially for sick people, is to have tho 
frying pan piping hot, then put in tho 
chopped beef and itir quickly. Let it 
cook nutii it loses its red look, turn it 
out npon a hot plate and servo at once.

A OVIFORM INTERPRETATION. 


The test of the license law interpre- 


tation promised for next fall will be 
an interesting event, and one which 
will reflect credit on those who are 
working tj have the question decided.

Still More liulinss. 


Washington, July 2S.—Ths commis- 


sioner of internal revenue has held that 
merchandise brokers are not required 
to stamp both buyers' and sellers' con- 
tracts under the new act. The original 
note or memorandum of sale is alone 
held to be subject to the tax, and fur- 
ther, a mere memorandum accompany- 
,ing an offer to purchase is subject to the 
tax only when the offer is accepted. 
Merchandise brokers are held to be com- 
mercial brokers, and as such are sub- 
ject to the tax provided for in section 2 
of the ne\v revenue act. The commis- 
sioner also has held that merchants, 
warehousemen, auctioneers and cattle 
brokers who receive goods, produce of 
any kind or livestock are not com- 
mercial brokers within the meaning of 
section 2 of the new revenue act, and 
therefore are not subject to a special 
tax. 


In declaring on the medical schedule, 


the commissioner says: 
".Any med- 


icinal article which is compounded by 
any formula, published or unpublished, 
will be held to be taxable under schedule 
B, when it is put up in style or manner 
similar to that of patent, trademark or 
proprietary medicine in general, or is 
advertised on the package or other- 
wise as a remedy or specific for any 
ailment, as having any special claim 
to merit, or as having any peculiar ad- 
vantage in mode of preparation, quality, 
use or effect."

Bismarck's serious illness are unfor- 
tunately verified so far as can be as- 
certained. The family feared the worst 
yesterday.

may be gathered that Bismarck's con- 
dition is one of diminishing strength 
and power to fight against chronic dis- 
ease rather than of sudden collapse or 
change. 
His vital organs are sound, 


and as active as is usual in a man of his 
age. 
Although his weight diminishes 


ajid is now only 187 pounds, he may live 
for sometime unless sudden weakness 
of the heart sets in. The inflammation 
of the veins of the leg is causing in- 
creasing- trouble. 
Some reports say 


that an open-, painful sore on one leg 
has prevented him from sleeping- and 
has caused general weakness.

names on the directorate cost from £80,- 
000 to £100,000, including- Lord Albe- 
marle, £12,500, and Lord De La Warr, 
£25,000. 
He lost £63,000 on "press 


calls," these being "shares inten'ded for 
people connected •with newspapers." 
Mr. Hooley detailed the payments hs 
had made to newspapers, including, it 
appears, The Pall Wall Gazette, The 
Financial Post and a number o£ smaller 
papers. 
When questioned about £10,- 


000 paid to Harry Marks, editor of The 
Financial News, Mr. Hooley denied that 
it -was connected with, insertions of 
"puffs" in that paper. 


As a matter of fact the supposed 


profit on the flotation of the Bunlop 
company, amounting to £1,700,000, had 
been "sweated" away to under £200,000. 
•Mr. Hooley further asserted that he 
gave many thousands of pounds for 
introductions to Lords Ashburton, War- 
wick, Norbury and others, and he testi- 
fied that the Earl of Winchilson. received 
£10,000 for acting as chairman of one of 
the bicycle tube manufacturing con- 
cerns.

The testimony is creating even more 


of a nutter in the west end than in the 
city proper. 
The revelations concern- 


ing such men as the Earl of De La Warr 
and the Earl of Albemarle have been 
received with astonishment. Numerous 
instances were disclosed by Mr. Hooley 
in which a peer bearing a proud title 
would charge the promoter a sum rang- 
ing from £500 to £2000 for an introduc- 
tion to another peer. Thus, Mr. Hooley 
said, the Earl of De La "Warr received 
£2000 for an introduction to Lord Gre- 
ville, while Lord Doerhurst was paid 
£2000 for an introduction to Lord Ash- 
burton.

SHAFTER AND GARCIA, 


Why tlio Cuban Refused an Invita- 


tion to the Surrender. 


Scathing Criticism of the In- 


surgents' Deportment, 


"Mango Bellied Degenerates" Name Given 


Them by Our Soldiers. 


Santiago, July 28.—Gene"-! Shaftor, 


in an interview, throws much li^ht on 
"his controversy with Garcia, the Cuban 
leader, and now makes public for the 
first time the fact that he and the Cuban 
general had some correspondence about 
thur difficulties prior to the open break 
between them. "The fact is," said he, 
"1 did recognize General Garcia, as far 
as 1 could, by inviting him to be present 
at the surrender of Santiago as my guest. 
He declined to come, sending this mes- 
sage: 'I cannot be your guest under the 
Spanish flag.' 1 have the most kindly 
feeling for General Garcia, and sincerely 
regret that he found cause for com- 
plaint. It is idle, however, to argue the 
point, for, no matter how warmly one 
may sympathize with the Cubans, the 
proposition to install them in power im- 
mediately alter the surrender of the 
Spanish "is untenable and lacks support 
among the Cubans themselves." 


Incident of Santiago Fight. 


So terrific had been the slaughter of 


our men, 90 percent of iv horn were then 
under fire for the first time, that the 
fact is, though comparatively few know 
it, that on the night of July 1 officers of 
high rank, brave soldiers, too, went to 
General Wheeler, who was in command 
at the front (Geneial Shatter being still 
aboard his ship), and appealed to him to 
withdraw. They predicted an awful 
disaster to our arms if we attempted to 
'hold the position we had 
earned so 


dearly; but the intrepid old leader of the 
Confederacy said: "No." He spoke re- 
assuring words to those who came with 
dire forebodings. "We are in an un- 
(h^mfortable position, but the Spaniards 
are more uncomfortable than we. Pass 
that word down the line." General 
Wheeler even sent back a dispatch to 
General Shafter, telling of the ^"-essure 
that was being brought to bear upon 
him. 
"I presume the same influences 


are being brought to bear on you," he 
wrote in effect, ."but it will not do. 
^American prestige would suffer irre- 
trievably if we gave in an inch. We 
must stand firm." 


"When Dr. Goodfellow and 
Captain 


JStuart Brice, son of ex-Senator Calvin 
Brice, took wounded Spanish into the 
enemy's lines a few days ag-o, one of the 
Spanish officers who met them, speaking 
of the storming of San Juan hill, ex- 
pressed keen curiosity to know what 
command the American officers gave 
as they came on. "We could hear them," 
said he, "shouting at the head of their 
men something which sounded like 
''Johnson's breeches.' We looked in our 
dictionaries afterwards, but could make 
nothing out of it." Captain Brice and 
Dr. Goodfellow professed ignorance of 
•what it could have been, whereupon one 
of the troopers who were in the escort 
explained that the command given was 
"Charge by rushes," a command invent- 
ed fcince the deadly fire of modern rifles 
has made open order formation neces- 
sary. 


"llaoso Kellit'tl l^geiierates.1* 


The Cubans have proved a sorry dis- 


appointment throughout this campaign, 
teven to their warmest friends. They 
have been everywhere except where the 
battle raged, but their chief and favorita 
station has been near the commissary. 
So persistently have they hung- about 
the supply stations that they have coma 
to be known and described, in language 
more forcible than elegant, as the 
"mango bellied degenerates." During 
the various actions since the army landed, 
only seven Cubans, so far as is known, 
have been wounded. At El Caney, when 
\the pack traiif brought up supplies for 
the starving refugees, the Cubans crowd- 
ed out women and children and de- 
manded rations, not as a privilege, but 
as a right. Captain Brice, who was in 
charge, was compelled to knock down 
two Cuban officers. They were highly 
indignant, but when they looked at the 
captain's stalwart frame and saw the 
flash of determination in his eye, theji 
did not seek to assuage their wounded 
vanity by trying conclusions with him. 


Even as sources of information the 


Cubans have proved unreliable. They 
could not be trusted. One of the offi- 
cers attached to General Shatter's staff 
is authority for this illustration of their 
untrustworthiness. Several times he 
desired certain information from San- 
tiago. In each instartce the Cuban of- 
ficers, with much profusion, assured him 
that the information would be promptly 
procured, and they scorned to accept 
money for the spies who were to be sent 
into the city. On one occasion a Cuban 
officer promised to procure him a San- 
tiago paper and deliver it the following 
day. The day came, but brought neither 
the paper nor the officer. In 99 cases out 
of 100 the Cuban, officer or man, dis- 
creetly keeps out of the way when the 
time comes for redeeming-a pledge. Such 
information as they do procure or volun- 
teer usually proves unreliable. 


The more our commanding officers see 


of the Cubans the less they appear to 
think of thorn, either as soldiers or as 
men. Among the officers there are noblo 
hearted individuals, notably General 
Garcia, who stands head and shoulders 
above the rest; but the rank and file are 
without discipline or any id«a of mili- 
tary duty. The vast majority seem al- 
ready to believe that this land of milk 
and honey is theirs to enjoy, not to fight 
for, 
They are willing to lot us feed them 


and achieve the liberty for which they 
appear to be ill-fitted and ill-equipped 
mentally and morally. Poll the United 
States troops in the province of San- 
tiugu today, and 99 out of every 100 will

r7HE SPORTING WORLD. 


Dr. Paul Neumann of Chicago, who 


holds the world's record for a five mile 
swim, is now practicing for the swim- 
ming races to be held in the Thames, 
England, Aug. 23, which he may at- 
tend. The yonag doctor has been invited 
to enter tbe British races, bnt it has not 
yet been definitely decided whether or 
not he will take part. There can be bat 
tittle doubt that Neumann is one of the 
greatest tank swimmers in the world, 
but his ability in open water is hot so 
well known. 


It will be rememberdl by sportsmen 


that Dr. Neumann won the 650 yard 
swimming race in the Olympian games 
at Athens in. 1898. The swimmer cov- 
ered the course in 8 minutes and 12 sec-

ends and received as a trophy one of the 
big Olympian silver medala Neumann 
established the present world's record 
for five miles by covering that distance 
in 2 h*urs, 58 minutes and one-fifth 
of a second. He holds also the records 
in America for a half mile and one mile. 
The former distance he made in 16min- 
tesand 0 seconds, and the mile he made 


in SO minutes 24 8-5 seconds. 


In his races Dr. Neumann uses the 


double overarm side stroke, often called 
the Trudgeon, in honor of the man who 
it ia supposed first invented and used it. 


Dr. Neumann is a native of Vienna 


and came to this country only about a 
year and a half ago. 
Most of tbe time 


since he has been in America be bas at- 
tended college at the University of 
Pennsylvania, where he was captain of 
the s*~'-nming and water polo clubs. 
He is now making bis home in Chicago 
and will probably remain tbere for 
some tixn% 


A Leg-less Pitcher. 


Herbert Van Cleef, a young man who, 


from early childhood, has been interest- 
ed in sports, on May 22 pitched a game 
of baseball at Trenton that has aroused 
considerable interest The interest at- 
tached to this particular game is be- 
cause Van Clecf is legless and sits on 
bis stumps in a small wagon.

Van Cleef does 
not attempt to run his bases; he secures 
a substitute to do his running. Ho is 
captain of the Trenton^gani. 


Van Cleef lost bis legs a couple of 


years ago by being run over by a rail- 
road train, but his strong constitution 
enabled him to survive the shock of am- 
putation of his two limbs at the trunk. 
He is 22 years old and was, prior to the 
accident, an all around athlete.

WASHINGTON, July 19.—For thre* 


l.'coks belore tho second brigade loft 
Uarnp Alger for Cuba tho soldiers coni- 
poHinx it were tukon out over tho road 
between thu carr;p and the Potomac oa 
1C milu pructire marches. They usually 
started at (> iu rle morning, passed tho 
greater part of the day iu sham fights, 
orgaai'/ing aad re-pulling attacks upon 
the comjuiswtry waxous, etc., and after 
an all day fjutiug arrived at tho river 
hot, dusty ami completely used ur>. All 
our old iol<ji{-r6 kix>yv what a Virginia, 
road is iu .summer, and in winitr, too, 
for ttat :nat:er. V.'htJi it iMi't a foot 
rleep in mud or slippery red clay, it is 
half a foot deep iu dust and not a coin- 
fortablu trail to travel over. So it was 
not strange thak when our boys reached 
the Potomac they availed themselves of 
the first ehucco to have a swim. Oiiu 
pooi- fellow was drowned, having been 
seized by cramps and sunk before help 
rould reach him. It was on account of 
this accident perhaps that orders were 
given that the soldiers should not go 
swimming in the Potomac, but in tho 
placid old canal which winds its way 
along tli-j banks of the historic river. 


As I was going out to Glen Echo ono 


afternoon I was surprised to seo our car 
invaded by a bnuch of soldier boj'd evi- 
dently somewhat afraid of being seen, 
for they huddled iu a corner and kept 
furtivo watch out for an enemy.

Slow moving canalboats passed them 
now and then, hauled by mules aad 
manned by masculine looking women, 
but the boys "didn't do a thing" to the 
crazy craft, they were so delighted with 
the change from hot dusty roads to cool 
waters. 


But they aren't always on their good

It. is this fooling that tempers one's 


rejoicing over such magnificent victo- 
ries as the capture of the Santiago in- 
treiu'hments unii the desiruoiiou oi Oer- 
vera's fleet; that, take every care we 
will to avoid it, loss from sickness will 
be unavoidable aud great. Still sickness 
and death aro tho inevitable concomi- 
tants of war and particularly of war in 
a tropical country in tho height of th« 
sickly season. I havo found, however,

Drinking Water For Ships- 
The distilling of salt water on boarij 


ship nowadays has done away with a 
trouble which in old days was as much 
a matter of importance as is the coal 
supply of a. modern man-of-war. 
Be- 


sides using it for drinking and cooking 
purposes, it is necessary to have pure 
water for the boilers that furnish povrer 
to the vessel. Sea water cannot be safe- 
ly used in them, for the deposit of salt 
would impair their efficiency. 


An outfit for supplying fresh water on 


a vessel includes at least three th:s ta, 
an evaporator, a distiller and a fll'or. 
The first and second resemble each o-h- 
er in appearance and interior arrange- 
ment, but the distilrer is the smaller o* 
the two. The filter, through which the 
water passes before being stored, con- 
tains a supply of animal charcoal. 
Sometimes 
the 
water 
after 
going 


through the filter is subjected to anoth- 
er process. By means of an "aerator" 
air is made to bubble through the water 
and impart more life to it. This process 
is not essential, but it takes away the 
rather flat and insipid taste the fluid 
would otherwise possess. 


The quantity of water obtained in this 


manner in the course of 24 hours varies 
according to the size of the plant. Sev- 
eral of the small vessels recently equip- 
ped at the Brooklyn yard have evapo- 
rating apparatus that will yield about 
2.000 gallons a day. The consumption on 
those vessels, it was estimated, would 
be in the neighborhood of 1,200 or 1,300 
gallons daily. The storage tanks with 
which the vessels are furnished need 
not be larger than is required to hold a 
day's supply. Great economy of space 
results from the adoption of this sys- 
tem. 
The evaporating plants on the 


four fast passenger ships of the Ameri- 
can line chartered by Uncle S» m ara 
each capable of producing 20,000 gallons 
a day. A New York house that has 
equipped nearly or quite 50 vessels with 
evaporators in the last few years hag 
just been making estimates of the prob- 
able cost of an outfit which would yield 
60,000 gallons a clay. 


The supply of ocean water fed into 


one of these evaporators is automatical- 
ly regulated. 
As the water boils off 


more is admitted by means of a pump 
under the control of a, peculiar valve, 
and when the accumulation of saline 
matter in the receptacle reaches a cer- 
tain point it is blown off like the sedi» 
ment that is found in ordinary steam 
boilers when the feed water is not alto- 
gether pure. In some evaporators the 
salt shows a disposition to form a scale 
on the coils, thus interfering with tha 
transfer of heat from the inside of the 
pines to the outside. But one style of 
evaporator which has met with great 
favor among the initialed has pipes of 
such a shape that the alternate expan- 
sion and contraction that are going on 
all the time compel the scale to cracK 
and drop off.

"The first two regiments of volun- 


teers to arrive at Lakeland, which lies 
an hour's ride farther back than Tam- 
pa, -.vere the Seventy-first New York 
and the Second Massachusetts. They 
made an interesting 
contrast. 
The- 


New York men were city bred; ...cy 
had the cockney's puzzled contempt 
for the country. 
Palm 
trees, moss 


hanging from tr^es and alligators were 
as 
intf-rostlng to them as the first 


sight of a Pdthan prisoner to a ilnl- 
ifh 
Tommy. * Their nerves had 
In en 


edged to cable cars and the rush u.nd 
strain of elevated trains. 
Thr-ir pal- 


ates had been fed on Sunday papers 
and Wall street tickers; 
their joys 


were those of the 
roof 
garden and 


Muschonheim's, of Coney Island and 
the Polo grounds. 


The Massachusetts men on the other 


hand, were from the small towns in 
the western half of Massachusetts; 
they were farmer's sons and salesmen 
in village stores; some of them were 
country lawyers and many of them 
worked in the mills. They took to the 
trees and lakes 
contentedly; 
their 


nerves did not jerk and twitch at the 
enforced waiting; they had not been 
so nlghly fed with excitement as the 
New Yo-" buys; they did not miss the 
rush an 
hurry of Broadway. 
Their 


wants were 
curiously in character. 


One of them "wanted to see a stone 
fence once more before he was shot" 
and another wanted ,to drink water 
from a well again out'of a "bucket." 
He shut his eyes and sucked his lips 
at th" recollection.

nodded gravely; they all knew they 
had drunk out of wooden buckets. 


The New York men knew nothing of 


stone walls. They made jokes of their

"The food was not exactly Shanley's," 
they said that the distance across the 
lake was about that of the home 
stretch at Morris 
park. 
They were 


more restless, nervous and argumenta- 
tive than the New England men and 
they held the Spaniards in fine con- 
tempt. They "wouldn't do a thing to 
him," they said. 
The Massachusetts 


men were modest, I told them that the 
New York men were getting up ath- 
letic sports and running races between

panies. 


"Oh, 
well," said 
one of the New 


England men, "when they find out 
who is their fastest runner, I'll chal- 
lenge him to run away from the first 
Spaniard we see. I'll bet I beat him 
a mile." It 
is a good sign when a 


regiment makes jokes at the expense 
of its courage. It is likely to be most 
unpleasant when the fighting begins.
